'J^HK men's club Is not primarily, for the church except in an inciden- 


tal wuy, but Is chiefly for the men of its own community. In its 


relation (o tho church and church activities, however, the 
club, 


through Its sub-committees, is always a means of progress. 
Iri the 


matter of membership, llnunces, social -life and the lilble class, thu 
club may be of distinct benefit to the church, but this is best accom- 
plished through sub-comuiltees and not directly. The social life of a 
church, brought about through the men's club, is a valuable asset. It 
brings the men into closer touch and sympathy with each other and 
creates more interest In the work o£ the church and the club. In its 
relation to the community the club can also work to the best advan- 
tage through sub-committees. It should be the duty of the men's 
club to correlate the public Institutions and activities, of a city, such 
as the public health, playgrounds, morals, picture shows, intemper- 
ance, liquor laws, etc. A central committee composed of the chair- 
man of these committees should be formed to whom the committees 
would report on their various needs in the community. This gives 
men something to do and keeps alive in them an active interest, not 
only in the work of the church, but the welfare of the city and com- 
munity. 


It is not the duty of a church organization or a men's club to take 


active sidgs in-a question like th'e liquor question; to come out openly 


" * for "yes'' or "no:" It is better to-go about'this work quietly and uhas- 


•- sumingly. There is a need for the best:men of.a city to;take an, ac- 


tive interest in. politics and city government. There are.-not enough 
uien of this class who stand back of-those whose duty it is to uphold 
\the law to encourage them in their duty. ' 


. Too often without their support they.feel that they cannot afford 


to enforce the laws, and-with families-dependent upon them run the 
possibility of being thrown out of .their [offices."' It woiild.;help a great 
deal if representative'men would show, their appreciation by a letter 
or a word of any good act done by a city.official, even if it is the first 
that he has done. It encourages them to do more and ultimately 
helps to result in good government.
